claims however, that Justice White's 
decision contained a clause to the ef- 
fect that if his award should not be 
accepted by both parties, the territorial 
status would revert to the conditions 
laid down by the decision rendered by 
President Loubt of France.

The Three-Plate Clutch, 


A clutch which is fast increasing in 


popularity, is the single plate,, or per- 
haps more corrocttly, the three-plate 
clutch. This is a sort pf disc clutch, 
but the discs are generally of a quite 
great circumference. Usually One plate, 
the middle one, is af steel and fastened 
to the driven member (that Is, the part 


bearing M and collar N, just as it is hi 
the disc and cone clutch. 


As the clutch is generally built, tile 


arms of which there are three, are 'fas- 
tened af the pivot -to' a movable plate,' 
which plate is held by means of two 
clamping screws to the cover. By loos'-, 
ening these screws and then making 
the plate revolve in a clockwise direc-

Practical Household Methods of Testing Textiles Given 


By Specialists of United States Department of Agri- 
culture—When Buying Linen Make Sure It Is 
Linen.

Cotton, wool, silk and linen libers are 
treated In so many ways during spin- 
ning and weaving that they often look 
and feel like one another, say special- 
ists of the United States Department of 
Agriculture by way of caution to the 
housewife. Cotton, for instance, some- 
times resembles wool, silk, or linen so 
closely that even ah experienced buyer 
is deceived ' The housekeeper therefore 
needs to know some of the simple tests 
for textiles in order tp get full value for 
her money when she buys clothing and 
household fabrics. 
How to Tell Linen From Cotton. 


Pure linen is so scarce and high In 
price nowadays that the housekeeper 
needs to be doubly sure that she is get- 
ting pure linen when she pays for It. 
Cotton, especially when mercerized, is 
often used to adulterate linen, and the 
high luster makes it difficult to tell the 
difference. 
Cotton and linen mixtures 


will look dull and somewhat fuzzy. This 
test will show also whether the fabric 
is firmly or loosely woven or whether 
it looks fine and strong merely because 
of skillful finishing. Whenever possi- 
ble it is safer~to buy linen that has lit- 
tle or no sizing—a sort of paste used 
to stiffen the fabric—in it. 
Tests for Silk. 


Silk apparently of good quality some- 


times splits or falls apart after a little 
or no wear. Weighting the fibers with 
mineral salts jus>t before dyeing to give 
the labric body is generally the cause, 
and this kind of aclulteiation has been 
veiy common during the last few years 
when ra»v silk hab been exceptionally 
expensive Weighted 
silks sometimes 


give good seiviee, but in general pure- 
dye silks wear better. 


Burning a sample of silk is an easy 
way to test for weighting. Pure silk 
bums readily gives off an odor 
like 


Detection of cotton and wool in labncs,. In samples above, wool was removed by 
treatment with caustic potash solution. 


and mercerized'cotton alone, especially 
in tablecloths and towels, are proving a 
satisfactory substitute for pure linen, 
but they should be sold for what they 
are and priced accordingly.
